WASHINGTON UP)—Fall- 


ing retail prices today clipped 
three cents an hour from the 
pay of 1,300,000 rail workers. 


The government announced 


that on Feb. 15 its old-style 
consumer price index stood at 
188.6 per cent of the 1935- 
1939 average, enough of a 
drop in the cost of living from 
last November to assure the 
three-cent hourly wage reduc- 
tion. 


Rail wages are adjusted each 


three months to correspond to ris- 
ing1 or falling living costs. Today's 
three cent loss is the biggest since 
rail wages were first tied to the 
cost of living. It leaves employes 
with 30 cents in accumulated cost- 
of-living pay from previous raises 
based on rising index figures. 


The three-cent pay cut means a 


payroll saving for the nation's car- 
riers estimated at 7'L> million dol- 
lars a month. It all but wipes 
out a four-cent hike awarded vir-

Reds' Offer

Communists May 
Release More Than 
Earlier Expected 


By ROBERT B. TUCKMAN 


MUNSAN, Korea — (IP) — 


United Nations liaison offi- 
cers Monday proposed a quick 
exchange of sick and wound- 
ed seven days after agree- 
ment is reached on procedure 
and the Communists offered 
a plan which might return far 
more Allied prisoners than 
expected. 


The U.N. command at the first 


meeting of liaison officers at Pan- 
munjom also announced they were 
ready to return prisoners at the 
rate of 500 a day. 


Number Not Known 


The number of prisoners on both 


sides who-would be returned was 
not known. But U.N. 
command 


officers wondered if the Commu- 
nists were offering to "exchange 
those prisoners who are so slight- 
ly disabled that they would be 
ineligible for repatriation now un- 
der the Geneva convention. 


The Communist 
liaison group 


said it was prepared "to repatriate 
all the sick and injured prisoners 
of war entitled to be directly re- 
patriated or accomodated in a neu- 
tral country" under the Geneva 
rules. 


These rules provide that sick or 


wounded prisoners who might be 
able to return to the fighting with- 
in a year would be "accommodated 
in a neutral country.1' 


What the Communists seemed to 


be saying was that they also were 
willing to surrender the slightly 
injured or ill. Or they might be 
insisting on a neutral nation as a 
sanctuary for some of the sick and 
wounded, which might form a 
stumbling 'block to any quick ac- 
tion. 


Allied liaison officers expected 


to get more information on ths 
Communist plan at a second meet- 
ing at 11 a.m. today (8 p.m. Mon- 
day, CST).

some 17 colleges and universities 
concentrated in the East—particu- 
larly in New York City. But the 
investigators 
say Communist in- 


filtration of schools has been on 
a nation-wide scale and that evi- 
dence of that will pile up as they 
go along. 


The figures given a reporter to- 


day cover only persons questioned 
in open sessions of the Senate in- 
ternal security subcommittee and 
the House Un-American Activities 
Committee. 


They embmrace men and wom- 


en who have been on the facul- 
ties of Harvard. Boston. Columbia, 
Rutgers, New York, Temple, Ohio 
State. Howard, and Oklahoma uni- 
versities: Brooklyn, Queens, City 
and Hunter colleges.

The figures also cover persons 


who have been associated with 
public schools in Los Angeles, in 
Boston. 
Springfield and

ville. Mass., and with public and 
private schools in New York City. 


All who have refused to ac- 


knowledge

invoked the Fifth Amendment to 
the Constitution, which says no- 
body can be required to testify 
against himself. 


Although members of the two 


committees concede it is no ad- 
mission of guilt, for aSiyone to seek 
the protection of the Fifth Amend- 
ment, they obviously look with sus- 
picion on an individual who uses 
it.

Every time Moscow plots a new maneuver, we have to 


remind ourselves that the Communists frequently act from 
many motives in planning a particular tactic. 


The present "peace" overtures, for instance, are consid- 


ered by experts on Russia to reflect the need of the new 


,, Malenkov regime for the kind of strength and stature Stalin 
• could not bequeath it. 


But if the maneuver is successful in that, it may accom- 


plish something more. It may convince millions of Euro- 
peans. Americans and Asiatics that the Kremlin wants a 


" broad peace, defined the way the free world defines peace. 


In such an event, a strong tendency would develop 


among free peoples to slack up on their defenses. Even now 
the white heat has gone out of this effort. 


Should millions be further lulled to sleep, projects like 


the six-nation European army pact and the rearmament of

Nothing would please Moscow more.

Smarter U. S. Officials Are Shy of Reds' Truce Moves 


WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Instead of looking for the 


silver lining in the cloud of confusion created by Chinese 
Communist offers to exchange sick and wounded pris- 
oners of war. the smarter American officials are looking 
for the catch. 
"Once bitten, twice shy." seems to be 


the policy. 


The United States and the United Nations bit once, 


in the spring of 1051, on a Communist offer to negotiate 
a Korean cease-fire. 


Dr. Syngman Rhee, the Korean president, warned 


that H was a trap. Nobody paid any attention. But Dr. 
Rhee was right. 


The Communists used the long and bitter two years 


of negotiations to build up their military strength in 
Korea and dig in. The war could go on endlessly at its 
present 
tempo, assuming 
both sides are 
willing to 


stand the strain. 


So now the Communists again talk of being willing 


to conclude a cease-fire agieement. 
Their terms mark 


acceptance of an offer they rejected last October, when 
th truce talks were suspended. 


It must be carefully noted, however, that Chinese 


Communist Premier Chou En-lai's proposal says spe- 
cifically: 


. . we by no means relinquish the principle of re-. 
and repatriation of war prisoners xviihout delay 


after the cessation of hostilities . . . nor do we acknowl- 
edge the assertion of the United Nations command that 
there are among the prisoners of war individuals who 
allegedly refuse repatriation."

POLITICIANS CHEEK AT OPPORTUNITY 


But again the wishful thinkers grab at peace propa- 


ganda as though it were something real. The stock mar- 
ket slides at the news. 
In Washington there is great 


cheer among politicians who sec in a cease-fire the op- 
portunity to cut the military budget, cut taxes, bring the 
boys home in a hurry and so win the 1951 election. 


Again President Rhee warns that this may be another 


trick. Again he declares that no settlement is agreeable 
to him that does not take the Chinese Communists out 
of Korea, disarm the North Koreans and reunite the 
country. 
Under his government, of course. 


And so the world is brought sharply up against the 


realities of the situation. Conclusion of a cease-fire is a 
necessary first step. But it will settle nothing perma- 
nently, by itself. 


This was emphasized by the visit to Washington of 


French Premier Rene Mayer. The communique issued 
at the close of his talks with President Eisenhower em- 
phasized the "interdependence" of the Korean and Indo- 
Chinese wars. 


On the surface, no two wais could differ more. 
In 


Korea is an international war. 
It is the United Nations 


against the forces and resources of North Korea, 
Red China and Soviet Russia. 


The war in Indo-Chma is a civil war—Viet-Nam 


against Viet-Minh. The United Nations has nothing-to do 
with this war. The question of Indo-China is not even on 
the UN agenda for discussion. 


In spite of these differences, the two wars arc part 


and parcel of the same conspiracy. 
The U. S.-French 


communique declares it to be (he view of both govern- 
ments that should the Chinese Communists take advan- 
tage of a Korean armistice "to pursue aggressive war* 


fare elsewhere in the Far PJast, such action would have 
the most serious consequences for the efforts to bring 
about peace in the world."

FICKXCH FEEL TALKS SETTLE NOTHING 


TJie French view is that the war in Indo-China can- 


not be settled by negotiation. 
It can be settled only 


when the Communist rebels are wiped out or when they 
voluntarily lay down their arms. 


The war in Malay is still a third kind of Commu- 


nist agitation. It is mor« the nature of guerrilla banditry 
than the civil war in Indo-China or the international war 
in Korea. 
So if a Korean armistice merely gives the 


Communists an opportunity to exert more pressure else- 
where, this armistice will accomplish little. 


The terms of Chinese Communist Premier Chou En- 


lai's broadcast and message to the United Nations call 
for a "political conference at a higher level" within 
three months after signing the armistice. 


This is the really important conference—not the 


cease-fire agreement—on which most attention should be 
fixed. 
In this second conference all the troubles of the 


Far East may properly be placed on the agenda. 


If it includes such riddles as the future of Chiang 


Kai-shek's government on Formosa or the possible ad- 
mission of the Chinese Communist government to the 
United Nations, these negotiations could drag on for an- 
other two years, or longer. 


But until this second conference Is successfully con- 


cluded, any curtailment of the U. S. defense effort or 
any other dropping of the non-Communist world's guards 
might tu.-n out to be the height of folly. 


That would be exactly what ihe Moscow leaders of 


Ui« non-Communiit world would welcome.

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14&000 Prisoners Pawns 
In Giant New Peace Move

WASHINGTON — tf) -M o r 


than 145,000 prisoners in the Ko 
roan War—3.198 of them Ameri 
cans—were the pawns today ii 
what appeared to be a Riant ncv 
peace offensive directed from th< 
Kremlin. 


It isn't particularly surprising 


in the light of past events. 


Early in the Korean War, the 


Chinese Communists disclosed the> 
placed a high political and propa- 
ganda value on their Allied pris 
soners. 


Remains To Be Seen 


It remains to be seen whether 


the Reds will try again—at the 
truce talks which resumed 
at Panmunjom—to exploit the cap- 
tives they hold. 


The finn indication of their atti 


tude came in November. 1950, 
shortlv after the Chinese entered 
the war to support the North Ko- 
rean Army shattered by the Uni 
ted Nations forces of Gen. Doug 
las MacArlhur. 


The North Koreans had used 


their prisoners cruelly. Americans 
who fell into their hands generally 
were treated brutally. 
The old 


rules for humane treatment of 
prisoners 
were 
ignored. Many 


Americans were massacred. 


There was nothing phony about 


those massacre reports out of Ko- 
rea. I saw the massacre victims 
mvself. near the little town of 
Wsunchon in North Korea. Survi- 
vors who crawled out of the hills 
told us the story of what happen- 
ed. 


Here's Story 


A prisoner-of-war train stopped 


in a lonelv tunnel at dusk 
Red guards told the Americans 
thev were to be given food 
The prisoners walked into the 
fields and sat huddled in little 
groups waiting for their food . . , 
And the guards opened fire with 
out warning:, killing: 68. 
imr to reverse the bad propaganda 
effects of the atrocity stories — 
did a turnabout. 


Late in November, in an obvi- 


ous propaganda move, thev.v re- 
leased 27 Americans after trying: 
to indoctrinate the soldiers against 
"American imperialism." 


The Chinese apparently w a n t 


return to ther lines and spread 
the word that the Chinese didn't 
want the war which thev said was 
started by the "no-good capital- 
ists." 


Just Acreed 


One soldier said: "I just agreed 


with everything they said as long 
as I was their prisoner—but only 
because I wanted to get home." 


Many American prisoners may 


have given the Chinese the im- 
pression thev were sympathetic to 
Communist indoctrination, while 
mentally saying. "Nuts' to you." 


The Reds have said thev are 


holding 3.198 American prisoners 
of war. 1,000 other nationals, and 
9.000 South Koreans. 
The U. N. 


reports 
holding: 
132,000 Chinese 


and N o r t h Korean 
prisoners, 


among them 51,000 who inmst thev 
are anti-Communists 
and 
don't 


want to return home. 


Crux Of 


The truce 
talks broke down 


over the Red insisitence on forced 
repatriation of all prisoners — 
regardless of whether thev want- 
ed to return home or not. 


The Allies would not agree to 


this. Thev said to return prisoners 
against their will might be send- 
ing1 them back to certain death. 


Now Red China's Premier Chou 


En-lai suddenly has offered to ne- 
gotiate the U. N. proposal to ex- 
change ailing: prisoners. Conceiv- 
ably this would give prisoners a 
choice as to whether thev return 
home or not.

NEW YORK OPi — Just as the 


home-owner turns handyman over 
the weekend to become indepen- 
dent of costly services or to make 
things he cannot afford to buy, so 
are many nations — including our 
own in some fields — striving to 
do things for themselves. 


Nations seek to be free of the 


dangers of having goods and serv- 
ices cut? off by war or by whims 
of other countries. By doing it 


themselves they give the jobs and 
the profits to their own people, 
and supposedly they 
can give 


their own people cheaper goods. 


American 
manufacturers 
and 


farmers have seen many former 
export markets shrivel in recent 
years. 


Times Change 


Time was when British textile 


mills worked five days a week to 
help clothe other peoples of the 


globe, and the sixth day to clothe 
Englishmen. 


Now many of Britain's former 


customers are self sufficient. India 
used to be a big market for British 
textiles. Now India is nn exporter 
of textiles herself. U.S. textiles 
mills have seen their exports de- 
cilen, too, but not as badly as the 
British. 


Europe has been building oil re- 


fineries at a great rate since the 
war. It still has to import crude 
oil. but is much less dependent 
upon other lands for her gasoline 
and other oil products. 


In fact, the loss of the Abadan 


refinery in the Iranian oil dispute 
has been practically miide up by 
the opening of refineries in Eng- 


land nnd on the continent since 
Iran seized Abadan. 


Muko Own Itubber 


The United States before the war 


got its rubber from the Far East. 
War forced it to build synthetic 
rubber plants and to experiment 
with raising rubber-yielding plants. 
Reactivated after the Korean out- 
break the synthetic plants are now 
so productive they hold down the 
price of Kar Kast natural rubber 
— and cause loud squawks from 
the British and Dutch rubber plant- 
ers.

posed of. 


The figures were given the conv 


mittee m closed session by FBI 
boss J. Edgar Hoover, who warned 
that "enemy espionage rings are 
more 
intensively operated today 


than they have been at any pre- 
vious time." 


Since the loyalty program was 


started in 1947, Hoover said, the 
FBI 
processed 
4.644.426 loyalty 


forms of federal employes or job 
applicants. In 25,748 cases, he said, 
there were enough indications of 
disloyalty to warrant a full field 
investigation.
